House-sitters faced with flooded basement

What may be every house-sitter’s worst nightmare 
became reality for one Didsbury couple last week. 

Darrel and Sherry Howden got quite a shock when they 
returned to the Westwood Drive residence on Tuesday 
evening to find about 46 inches of water in the basement. 

“It was like all hell broke loose,” Sherry said of the del¬ 
uge, adding that everything had appeared normal the pre¬ 
vious day. 

Soon after, the Town of Didsbury Public Works depart¬ 
ment and the fire department arrived with pumps and 
hoses. It took four two-and-a-half-ineh hoses pumping for 
about three hours to drain the water. 

“It’s a good thing they were around,” said an apprecia¬ 
tive Darrel last Wednesday afternoon, as he watched 
water stream from a hose attached to a sump pump left by 
the town to continue draining water. 

“Without those boys, 1 don’t know what we would have 
done.” 

The flooding, which also affected several other houses 
throughout town, was the result of climbing temperatures 
and sunny weather rapidly melting the snow.

“We have areas that the snow is melting really quickly 
with the warm weather we have," explained Manager of 
Public Works Charlie Macdonald. “We have culverts that 


are frozen up on driveways and we have snow that’s melt¬ 
ing and running where it wants and we’re trying to assist 
some of our tax base with those issues. 

“We’re trying to make sure we minimize the damage that 
it’s causing.” 

A baekhoe, bulldozer and skid steer were also brought 
in to manage the snow in a field behind Westwood Drive 
residences. 

Slushy conditions helped to stent the water, noted 
Cornerstone Enterprises Inc. contractor Trevor Quantz, 

“Slush dams up and it doesn’t want to flow very well,” 
he said. 

Water damage to the house’s basement was relatively 
minor, Sherry indicated Wednesday as the Howdens wait¬ 
ed for an assessor from the insurance company to arrive. 

“When you’re looking after somebody’s place...you 
never ever expect something like this to happen,” she 
said. 

Spring repairs to begin soon 

Once the frost is out of the ground, the town will begin 
sweeping Didsbury's streets and filling potholes, said 
Macdonald. 

Public works staff will also be flushing water mains and 
repainting street and crosswalk lines.

Town to step up 
parking infraction 
enforcement 

Council refused a request 
from Home Hardware to lift 
the two-hour parking limit 
on two parking spots on 18 
Ave. beside the store at its 
recent regular meeting. 

“There's lots of parking 
across the street at the CPR 
lot,” Coun. Gayle Venn said, 
referring to the lot along 20 
St. near the train station 
where school bust's park 
on school mornings. 

“We want to try to keep 
that downtown core acces¬ 
sible for business patrons,” 
indicated Mayor Brian 
Wittal. “That’s why the two- 
hour is going to stay in 
place.” 

“I probably will be doing 
more [enforcement) than I 
have been," said bylaw offi¬ 
cer Derek Sutherland, not¬ 
ing that most of the viola¬ 
tors are business owners 
and employees. 

“People should know bet¬ 
ter and leave spots for their 
customers,” he said. 

Sutherland added that 
another traffic violation 
that bylaw will begin focus¬ 
ing on is drivers who make 
U-turns to get into angled 
parking stalls on the left- 
hand side of the road. 

These illegal turns result 
in “most of our downtown 
accidents or near-misses,” 
he said.

Heritage signs a 
no-go for now

In annoimcing the formation of the AHSB last year, 
the government said the revamped community 
health councils would be appointed as “advisory 
bodies offering Albertans the opportunity to identity 
health needs and help set health priorities for their 
communities.” 

Health Minister Ron Liepert says the councils are 
“currently being reviewed to ensure they continue to 
offer valuable public input. This review includes 
learning about their past successes and challenges 
to develop a future strategy for these councils.” 

Over the past decades Alberta has gone from hav¬ 
ing dozens and dozens of locally based health 
boards, to having a number of elected regional 
health authorities, to having fewer non-elected 
health authorities, to having one government- 
appointed super board. 

Where in the past residents with health concerns 
could go directly to their respective hospital board 
members or elected RILA members, those options 
for direct contact with those in charge of the health 
system are now history. 

As such, the community health councils will be the 
only way residents can voice their concerns about 
health services and with the overall health system. 

Of course residents can also bring health concents 
to their MLAs, but those MLAs are tied to their 
respective political parties and, in the case of 
Conservative MLAs, answerable to their political 
masters in the Stelmach cabinet. 

Until the community health councils are in place, 
ordinary Albertans will be without a viable way of 
calling attention to health-care shortcomings and 
problems. 

The government says infonuation on the future 
direction of community health councils will be 
shared once its review is complete. 

“We ask you to journey with us as we work to cre¬ 
ate a patient-focused health-care system that is 
accessible and sustainable for everyone,” says 
AHSB chairman Ken Hughes. 

Albertans will not only expect the AHSB to ensure 
the system is “accessible and sustainable”, but also 
that it is responsive to public direction. 

The recent outrage over the AHSB’s decision to 
give itself a 25 per cent pay increase is a prime exam¬ 
ple of the need for community-based councils when 1 
politicians and bureaucrats can be brought to heel. 

Hie Stelmach government may not like the idea of 
ordinary Albertans calling the shots when it comes 
to the health system, but that’s the way it must be. 

And that will only happen when the community 
health councils are up and running. Until then, who’s 
really in charge?

That 
was 43 per cent higher than can be jus¬ 
tified by population growth and infla¬ 
tion. 

In 1986, at the beginning of the last 
provincial spiral into deficit financing, 
Premier Getty said that "The deficit 
can be handled. We are the strongest 
province financially. . . . Despite cut¬ 
backs we still have the largest [>er- 
capita spending on our social services 
system of any province." 

Back then, Getty, as with apologists 
for red ink now, missed the relevant 
point he himself introduced: That 
altove-average spending would even¬ 
tually have to change if the province 
was to avoid a lengthy string of 
deficits.

LAND USE BYLAW 2009-03 

Notice is hereby given that the Town Council of Didsbury has passed first reading 
of a bylaw to create a new Land Use Bylaw. 

(1) The purpose of this bylaw is to, amongst other things: 

(a) divide the municipality into districts; 

(b) prescribe and regulate the purpose for which land and buildings may be 
used for each district; 

(c) establish the office of the Development Officer; 

(d) establish a method of making decisions on applications for development 
permits including the issuing of development permits; 

(e) prescribe a procedure to notify owners of land likely to be affected by the 
issue of a development permit; 

(f) implement any municipal statutory plans; and 

(g) may prohibit or regulate and control the use and development of lands and 
buildings in a municipality 

A public hearing prior to second and third reading of the proposed bylaw will be 
held April 21,2009, commencing at 6:00pm in the Council Chambers of the Town 
of Didsbury Municipal Office, 2037-19 Avenue. 

The hearing will be conducted under the chairmanship of the Mayor, or his 
designated person, for the purpose of hearing opinions and comments and7or 
objections to the proposed bylaw. 

The style of the hearing will be informal and persons wishing to speak will be 
requested to state their name and address for the record upon being recognized by 
the Chairman. Opportunities to speak will not be restricted, but recognition to 
speak will be at the discretion of the Chairman. Written responses will also be 
accepted up until 12:00 noon April 20, 2009. 

The public may inspect a copy of the proposed Land Use Bylaw amendments at 
the Town of Didsbury Municipal Office, 2037-19 Avenue, during regular office 
hours 8:30am to 4:30pm, Monday to Friday; or view' a copy on the Town of 
Didsbury website at www.didsbury.ca.

Council has created a finance committee to 
develop policies and make recommendations to 
the town that would improve financial steward¬ 
ship and fiscal management. 

Committee members are councillors Gayle Veno 
and Gail Nowlan, Mayor Brian Wittal, Chief 
Financial Officer James Reichenbacher and Chief 
Administration Officer Roy Brown. 

“By them meeting monthly, it just helps keep a 
better pulse on what’s happening on the financial 
side for the town,” said Wittal. 

“We felt that what we needed to do was have a 
committee formed...to look at various aspects of 
the finance and the budget on an intermittent 
basis just to ensure that things are going the way 
they need to go or if things are changing.” 

The formation of the committee, which will 
meet monthly to evaluate financial policy and 
budget spending, also relates to the economic 
component of the town’s municipal sustainability 
plan. 

“We have to be very cognizant of what’s happen¬ 
ing with the economy right now and maximizing 
what we are doing,” said Wittal.
